SOUTHWESTERN SUMMERS 


There’s a common misconception that all 
of the southwestern corner of the United 
States is hot sun country in the summer 
months. It is hot in the southern sun bowls 
and there’s danger from cloudbursts in 
the Indian Country. At the same time, 
there are mountain areas where daytime 
temperatures are not oppressive and the 
nights are cold. In the Tucson area, many 
of the ranches are in the foothills of moun- 
tains ranging up toward 9000 feet. At 
Flagstaff, the San Francisco Peaks rear up 
to 12,794 feet. Baldy Peak in the White 
Mountains reaches 11,590 feet in eleva- 
tion. New Mexico straddles the southern 
extension of the Rockies. Isolated peaks of 
the basin and range topography in Nevada 
are topped by 11,910-foot Mt. Charleston 
(near Las Vegas) where there are pines, 
meadows, and running streams. 

North of the Grand Canyon, the Kaibab 
Plateau rises to a summit of 9300 feet. 
The air is brisk in the dense stands of 
spruce and fir and in open meadows patch- 
ed with colorful wildflowers and bordered 
by bright green aspen.

The capitals of the United States and the 
southernmost South American republics, 
Argentina and Chile, have been brought 
within 26 hours of each other by a new 
overnight express of Pan American-Grace 
Airways. Actual flight time from Miami to 
Santiago or Buenos Aires is just over 18 
hours. Connections can be made from the 
West Coast at Balboa, Canal Zone. 
* 

A recently inaugurated overnight train 
service from Guadalajara, Jalisco, to Man- 
zanillo on Mexico’s west coast brings the 
fine bathing beaches of Santiago near Cu- 
yutlan within reach of the tourist. There 
are two new hotels in Manzanillo, three 
smaller lodging places at Santiago, six at 
Cuyutlan. Mexicans themselves are just 
beginning to discover this beach resort 
area which may one day become as popu- 
lar as Acapulco. 


Although the grand opening of Hotel Del 
Prado in Mexico City has been delayed 
until December, 600 rooms and 65 suites 
are now open for service. The average 
rates are $7 single, $9 double, without 
meals. Among the interesting decorations 
will be murals by Miguel Covarrubias and 
Diego Rivera. The entertainment will be 
under the direction of Enric Cugat, brother 
of Xavier.

MT. ADAMS Recreation Area, a sec- 
tion of the Columbia National Forest in 
southwestern Washington, is a real find for 
those who never give up the search for a 
spot where the whole family can enjoy 
old-fashioned, honest-to-goodness camp- 
ing. It is one of the few areas left in the 
West where the camper gets a chance to 
rough it in the pre-tourist, pre-resort man- 
ner. It will not appeal to the motorist 
seeking a scenic detour. 

Quite open as a result of forest burns of 
long ago, yet close to ice and snow-covered 
mountain peaks, the Mt. Adams Recrea- 


tion Area is beautiful and essentially 
primitive in character. 

It is part of a national forest which totals 
one and a half million acres. Therefore, 
space is not at a premium. You can spread 
out all you want and the children may 
have uninhibited play. There are wild ber- 
ries to be picked and plenty of natural 
attractions to be explored.

avoid trips out for supplies. The Forest 
Service has designated many campsites at 
locations which have some special attrac- 
tion —a mineral spring, fishing stream, 
ice cave, or the like. Tables, garbage pits, 
and toilets of the out-house variety are 
provided. You rustle your own wood and 
carry water from a stream. Fire permits 
are not required if you use any of the 50 
approved forest camps. For fire building 
elsewhere, permits must be obtained from 
the forest ranger station at either the 
north or south entrance. 

In the early part of the summer, before 
the low lands dry out, there are mos- 
quitoes in the area—huge and hungry. 
Outside the recreation area but in the im- 
mediate vicinity, overnight accommoda- 
tions may be had at White Salmon Hotel, 
Trout Lake Hotel, Randle Hotel, and 
Packwood Hotel in towns of the same 
names. These are of particular importance 
to the hunter who visits the area when the 
season opens in October.

post office and store near the confluence 
of White Salmon River and Trout Lake 
Creek. The ranger station is located at 
Guler, one mile beyond Trout Lake. 
The one-way earth roads have been cut 
through in recent years and have turnouts 
for passing cars. They are quite good, but 
very dusty during the dry season. All 
roads and trails in the recreation area are 
well marked. 

Photographer Ray Atkeson, whose camera 
recorded his trip, motored the 90 miles 
from Portland. He traveled along the Co- 
lumbia River and crossed into Washington 
over the White Salmon-Hood River toll 
bridge. From there he proceeded north on 
State Highway 8D and entered the rec- 
reation area at Trout Lake. 

The Perry Martins of Medina, Washing- 
ton, who also recommend the area to Sun- 
set readers, entered from the north at 
Randle, about 120 miles from Seattle. 
They traveled U. S. Highway 410 and 
State Highway 5 after leaving Tacoma, 
and passed through the eastern part of 
Mt. Rainier National Park. An alternate 
route, also on State Highway 5, goes from 
Tacoma by way of Elbe, Morton, Kosmos, 
and Randle, the only northern entrance. 


NATURAL ICE CAVES 

The country around Mt. Adams is vol- 
canic. The peak, towering 12,307 feet, 
helps to form the axis of the Cascade 
Range. Nine distinct glaciers, separated by 











| dark ridge lines, are at work on its broken 
| voleanic cone. There are many natural ice 
caves, explained by geologists as “bubbles 
in plastic rock.” One is within a mile of 
the Trout Lake entrance. From a hole 20 
feet across, icy draughts issue from the 
400-foot cave. You descend a tree ladder 
to the floor of ice where you see a wonder- 
land of weird formations resembling sta- 
lactites and stalagmites. Trout Lake resi- 
dents sometimes keep their cheese, pota- 
toes, and other foodstuffs ice cold all 
summer in this cave. The entire region 
south of Mt. Adams is said to be full of

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such caves, most of them without open- 
ings but known to exist because of the 
hollow sounds made when horses walk 
over them. 


INDIANS AND BERRIES 

Trout Lake also is the starting point for 
the famous Twin Buttes huckleberry fields 
where generations of Indians have camp- 
ed, vacationed, and picked berries. The 
government has set apart a section on the 
east side of the road to Randle as a reser- 
vation for the Indians. During middle 
August, when the mountain berries start 
to ripen, Indians of many tribes arrive for 
the picking. 

In the early days, squaws and children 
picked berries while the braves hunted, 
fished, played gambling stick games, and 
raced ponies. In 1854 Captain George B. 
McClellan met the Indians at Council 
Lake on the divide where the Lewis and 
Cispus rivers have their headwaters. Sup- 
posedly they smoked the peace pipe and 
named the lake for their council. 

Today the Indians who go every summer 
to the reservation are mostly Yakimas, 
with a few Umatillas and Klamaths and 
some Puget Sound Indians. They pitch 
their colorful tepees, just as they did 
years ago, and go through the traditional 
routine of sweat baths, gambling, and fish- 
ing, while the women prepare their winter 
jam. Since most of the Indians arrive in 
cars, there has been no pony racing for a 
number of years. 


FISHING 

Although lakes and rivers are stocked 
periodically, there are no really “choice” 
fishing spots which can be reached by 
automobile. The farther you hike, the 
better the fishing. 


PACK TRIPS 

There are no regularly scheduled pack and 
guide trips through the area. Animals can 
be rented, however, at Packwood and 
Trout Lake. A concessionaire maintains 
some riding stock at Takhlakh Lake, lo- 
cated at the base of Mt. Adams on the 
northwest side. 

The Mt. Adams Recreation Area is under 
the general supervision of the U.S. Forest 
Service with K. P. Cecil, Forest Super- 
visor, 601 East Fifth Street, Vancouver, 
Washington, in charge of this particular 
national forest. Additional information 
may be secured from him or from the dis- 
trict forest rangers stationed at Guler, 
Randle, and Packwood, Washington.

There’s a trail in the Cascade Mountains 
that on many official road maps bears the 
high-sounding label of Washington State 
Highway 17, complete with mileage fig- 
ures. On Forest Service maps, and on some 
road mans, it is labeled simply “Cascade 
Wagon Road.” 

In the early days of statehood, this route 
over the Cascades was proposed as a link 
between western and eastern Washing- 
ton. The development to date permits a 
deep penetration into the Cascades by 
automobile. and gives a quick and easy 
approach by horse to a mountain wi'ue: 

ness of superlative beauty. 

Sunset Scout Mrs. Will D. Jenkins of Bell- 
ingham logged a family trip over the trail 
last summer. Here are some notes from 
her record: 

From U. S. Highway 99 at Burlington, 
State Highway 17A follows the Skagit 
River eastward into the Cascade foothills 
to Marblemount, where the Cascade River 
joins the Skagit. From here you are on 
the Wagon Road for 13 miles. 


We had our horses trucked in to the end 


of the road. Loaded with supplies and 
equipment, we followed by car. The first 
evening we made ready for an early morn- 
ing take-off. 


SECu.wD DAY 

The first five miles of trail are truck wide 
through a stand of old growth fir, hem- 
lock, and cedar. In the early nineties this 
part of the trail was a mine road to Min- 
eral Park. Now the town is a campsite 
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Stehekin, north tip of Lake Chelan, reached

The trail now climbs above the river and 
levels off through the cool damp forest. 
Ferns line the trail. Undergrowth is lux- 
uriant wild ginger. red and blue huckle- 
berries, alpine lilies, and trilliums. 

We reached Gilbert’s Cabin at noon after 
less than six miles on the trail and made 
camp. The cabin, a two-story cedar log 
affair used as a roadhouse when the miners 
worked the mountains, is going to ruin. 


THIRD DAY 

Across Gilbert Creek the trail climbs by 
way of switchbacks out of the timber into 
the high country. In places the trail has 
been laboriously blasted from a sheer rock 
face thousands of feet above the canyon 
floor. Again the trail winds past crags and 
scrubby alpine evergreens, and along steep 
mountain meadows. 

Four hours of trail. At noon we stood in 
the Cascade Pass, a narrow notch carved 
between 9000-foot peaks. Under the pass 
out of the wind, we found a campsite with 
water, a place for a fire, and a bough bed. 


FOURTH DAY 

We broke camp at 3 p.a1., dropped down 
into the Chelan country, hiked along the 
great chasm of the Stehekin River to 5- 


Mile Camp. 


FIFTH, SIXTH, AND SEVENTH DAYS 
On down to the forest guard station at 
Bridge Creek, part of the Pacific Crest 
Trail system. Campsite here is practically 
civilized, equipped with stoves, tent poles, 
and toilets. Also visity little black bears. 
We picked up a Chelan County fire per- 
mit and turned back 21% miles to a se- 
cluded campsite from which we made ex- 
tended hikes. 


EIGHTH AND NINTH DAYS 

Breaking camp at 8 A.M., we were over the 
pass and down to Gilbert’s Cabin by sun- 
down. Traveling leisurely, we reached the 
car the next day. 

If you wish to explore this trail with guide 
and pack animals, write Mr. Herman 
Rhode, Marblemount, Wash. Be sure to 
check in at the forest ranger station at 
Marblemount for a fire permit.

IN MOUNTAIN MEADOWS

Otherwise, his move- 
ments are nocturnal.

Canada jay 


In meadow camps in the Mendocino red- 
woods northward along the Coast Range, 
along State Highway 89 (see Sunset for 
July), and through the Cascades and 
Rockies north into Canada is a mild- 
mannered little bird. He is variously 
known as the Canada jay, whiskey jack, 
moose-bird, camp robber, meat-bird, and 
Oregon jay.

He is distin- 
guished by a complete lack of the self- 
assurance or cocky pose which charac- 
terizes the rest of the jay family. More of 
a beggar than a robber, he shrinks from 
civilization, preferring the lonely places. 
Yet in his habitat, he is omnipresent when- 
ever the hiker stops to break out his ra- 
tions. (Don’t confuse him with the dull 
blue pion jay of the eastern Sierra Ne- 
vada, a close relative of the more raucous 
California jay.)

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_ Steelhead or rainbow? 


A trout is a trout, whether it goes to sea 
or stays in lake or stream 


SPORTSMEN of all stripes agree that 
trout by any name are good fishing. Per- 
haps it is safest to let it go at that, for the 
small differences between rainbow and 
steelhead are quite as confusing to the 
professional ichthyologist as they are to 
the occasional angler! Here Wilbert Mc- 
Leod Chapman, Director of the School of 
Fisheries, University of Washington, ex- 
plains why. 

The question we hear most frequently 
from Western fishermen is: “What is the 
difference between a steelhead and a rain- 
bow trout?” We may hem and haw a little 
on the answers, for the man doesn’t live 
who can catch a 7-inch trout from a stream 
that flows into the sea and tell you with 
complete certainty whether it is a steel- 
head or a rainbow. And yet they are dif- 
ferent. Trout confuse everybody. 

The steelhead-rainbow is one of a species 
of fish whose scientific name is Salmo gaird- 
nerii. (On this, at least, scientists agree.) 
This species of trout is probably the most 
sought-after fresh-water game fish in the 
world. Though a native of the west coast 
of North America from Alaska to Lower 
California, it has been introduced into 
nearly all suitable waters in the world, 
both in the southern and northern hem- 
ispheres. Here in the West, it is found in 
nearly every creek and river that enters 
the ocean along the coast, as well as in a 
good many streams that have not been 
connected to the sea for long ages. It is 
principally a fish of swift, cool streams, 
yet it is also commonly found in lakes. 


DISTINCTIONS 

Steelhead are silvery and more or less 
spotted with black, and have little if any 
rainbow stripes along their sides. They 
lose this color when they enter the sea. 
Rainbows are not silvery, but they are, 
usually, more or less spotted with black, 
and they generally have a bright red stripe 
running along their sides. Steelhead run 
from 5 to 30 pounds or more; an adult 
rainbow that weighs as much as 8 or 4 
pounds is a very big fish. 


LOCAL VARIATIONS 

Salmo gairdnerii is a plastic species, rather 
easily influenced by local stream condi- 
tions. It is this adaptability that mixes up 
the identification experts. In one locality 
the fish is long and slender, with small 
scales; in another locality it is short and 
heavy in the body, and the scales are 
larger and fewer. Here the spots are nu- 
merous and stand out sharply; there the 
spots are dim and the rosy stripe on the 
side is broad and bright. 


Thus in both steelhead and rainbow, the 
scale counts, body proportions, and other 
counts and measurements used by sci- 
entists to tell fish apart vary from stream 
to stream and even from tributary to trib- 
utary within a river system. 

By their general characteristics, it is pos- 
sible to tell most adult steelhead from 
adult rainbow in streams, but rainbow 
which drop downstream to live in good- 
sized lakes are apt to lose their color and 
become silvery, like steelhead. Rainbows 
which weigh as much as 32 pounds have 
been caught in lakes. I do not know how 
a person would tell one of these big silvery 
lake rainbow from a steelhead if he did not 
know where both fish were caught. 


GOLDEN TROUT 

In the High Sierra, one brightly colored 
form has split off into what is considered 
to be a separate species, the golden trout, 
or Salmo agua-bonita. Of these golden 
trout there are three or four kinds in dif- 
ferent stream systems which can be dis- 
tinguished from each other fairly well. In 
Lower California, an isolated stock of 
rainbow is so different from its northern 
cousins that it has been regarded by some 
as a separate species, although it is doubt- 
ful that it is so distinct as to justify this. 


STEELHEAD HABITS 

In the large rivers and streams which en- 
ter the ocean, steelhead are found. These 
also become strongly localized by stream 
systems and come to look different from 
one another, as do the rainbow. The steel- 
head of the Klamath River, for instance, 
are much smaller than those in the coastal 
streams to the north and south. The steel- 
head that enter the Columbia in the spring 
are scarcely half the size of the races which 
come in the late fall. Steelhead, like sal- 
mon, have a strong tendency to return to 
the home stream, and this inbreeding 
tends to emphasize small differences that 
local conditions select. 

Young steelhead ordinarily spend most of 
two years in fresh water before they go to 
sea. They are 6 to 8 inches long before 
they start downstream toward the salt 
chuck. They are colored just like rainbow 
—and there is no structural difference be- 
tween the two types. Nobody that I know 
can tell for sure, when he catches one of 
these small trout, whether its parents were 
steelhead or rainbow. Since the preponder- 
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ance of trout caught on the Pacific Coast 
are this size, it is simplest not to be tech- 
nical about names. 

Most streams which have steelhead runs 
also have populations of rainbows which, 
even though the way to sea is open, spend 
their entire lives in fresh water. Just to 
mix matters thoroughly, there is consider- 
able evidence that some young steelheads 
never go to sea, and that some rainbow do 
go to sea, so that out of the same brood 
of eggs some brothers may turn out to be 
steelhead, others rainbow. 


EXPERIMENTAL EVIDENCE 

In spite of all these contradictions, it re- 
mains true that there are races of true 
rainbow and of true steelhead, even 
though we cannot tell all individuals apart. 
Three years ago, we obtained some rain- 
bow eggs from a land-locked race, through 


‘the courtesy of the California Bureau of 


Fish Conservation. These we hatched and 
raised in the Steinhart Aquarium of the 
California Academy of Sciences in Golden 
Gate Park, San Francisco. When they 
were of a size at which they would nor- 
mally move to salt water, we transferred 
some of them into sea water. 

This was a much more delicate job than it 
would have been had the eggs come from 
steelhead stock. A good many died before 
we found that the transfer to salt water 
had to be made very gradually. 

When those transferred became accli- 
mated, they began to grow like weeds. 
Within two or three months they dwarfed 
their brothers who had been left in fresh 
water. Thus far, they behaved as steelhead 
might, but they refused to lose their rosy 
color. As the months went by they did 
become a little silvery but never, until 
they died, did they lose the rosy rainbow 
stripe along their sides. 

Although the transplanted trout grew rap- 
idly, they began to suffer a higher rate of 
mortality than the kind we had left in 
fresh water. Now, after three years, all of 
those moved to sea water are dead, while 
those in fresh water are doing nicely. 
More experimental evidence is wanted, 
but these fish did not act at all like steel- 
head when they got into salt water. They 
left me with the impression that there was 
actually some basic physiological differ- 
ence between steelhead and rainbow, even 
if their bodies gave no sure external sign 
of the difference. 

That all of these fish are of one species I 
will grant, but I still call the small, brightly 
colored ones from streams “rainbow” and 
the big silvery ones coming out of the 
ocean “steelhead.” Anyone who cares to 
bring me a big silvery one from a lake, a 
trout that has not possibly been to sea, 
may have the doubtful pleasure of trick- 
ing an ichthyologist into calling a rain- 
bow a steelhead.

A report on Western stables—Part 1 


WESTERN LIVING has an important 
horsy angle today, and it’s not restricted 
to country living or the country estate. 
You bump into evidence of its healthy 
growth everywhere you go. The small barn 
is a common sight in the Western scene. 
You'll find it on half-acre ranches, built 
onto a wing of a suburban ranch house, 
and in a corner of a back yard. 

The small riding horse barn is an interest- 
ing structure. Home builders who have no 
intention of owning a horse can learn much 
by studying a barn. 

The care of the horse and the convenience 
of the horseman are always mixed factors 
in the design of every stable. Both have a 
lot to do with the attractive appearance 
of the efficient Western stable and the va- 
riations in design. 


One or two things reappear again and 
again. The extension of the roof to pro- 
duce a protected and shady area is com- 
mon to most stables. Many have the horse 
counterpart of a patio. The common use 








of board and bat on exterior walls con- 
tributes to the straightforward simplicity 
of the structures. Small barns fit so natu- 
rally into the landscape that it is easy to 
understand why they have served as 
models for so many Western homes. 

The barn builder has gone about his busi- 
ness for years without thought of style or

aesthetics. Yet many of his buildings have 
remained in style through many genera- 
tions of fashions in house design. The old 
simple stables serve as patterns for ranch 
houses being built today. 


The horseman believes that only a man 
who knows horses can design a good stable. 
Not until you have cared for horses can 
you appreciate the importance of seem- 
ingly little things in stable arrangement. 
Not until you know the peculiar traits and 
temperament of your horse can you build 
a barn that fits the needs of your horse. 
Barns are generally successful buildings 
because their designers’ attentions are con- 
centrated on the horse and his care. The 
home designer often thinks too little about 
people and the way they live in his build- 
ing, and too much about its superficial 
effect on outsiders who have no interest in 
its livability.

the automatic drinking fountain became 
standard equipment in stalls, many horses 
found sport in playing with the automatic 
release, flooding their stalls.) The horse 
learns bad habits quickly and hangs onto 
them tenaciously. Some horses develop the 
habit of cribbing, or chewing edges of 
wood in stalls and paddocks. Some pick 
up the habit of tail rubbing. Other stall 
habits acquired less frequently are stall 
walking, pawing, and wind sucking. 

Although many design stalls with these 
habits in mind, the best prevention is 
proper care of the horse. Too much idle- 
ness, too little exercise, too much confine- 
ment are the principal causes of bad hab- 
its. Lack of regularity in feeding is another. 
Once a schedule is set up, the horse ob- 
jects to lapses. When feeding time arrives 





and nothing happens, he becomes nervous, 
paws the ground, stomps, and looks about 
for some diversion. If he doesn’t have a

Traits and habits of horses are given care- 
ful consideration in most riding-horse 
stables and barns. 

Horses like company. If shut off from 
other horses, they become nervous. And 
they’re curious. As one top hand put it, 
“A horse is like a woman. If, when he is 
in his box stall, he can see what is going 
on, he is far better behaved when he does 
come out—because he hasn’t missed a 
thing.” Therefore, the box stall is gener- 
ally provided with a view. The upper par- 
tition between stalls is built of pipes, or 
steel rods, or wire mesh. 

The habit of cribbing is recognized in the 
finishing of many stalls by capping all 
exposed wood edges, stall divisions, and 
door frames with tin, galvanized iron, or 
aluminum. 

To prevent tail rubbing, some builders 





slope stall walls. A more common method 
is to furnish a built-in tailboard—a 2- by 
12-inch plank extending out from the stall 
walls at a height of 42 inches. 


To prevent injury, all bolts in doors and 
stalls are countersunk. 


Comfort of horses is considered in stall 
floors. Most horsemen recommend a clay 
floor. Some remove existing soil from the 
stall area to a depth of 3 feet and fill in 
with shale or crushed rock, then top with 
8 inches of clay. Depending upon use, the 
top layer is cleaned out and replaced at 
six-month or yearly intervals. Some own- 
ers use lime or gypsum to keep soil sweet. 


Both Dutch doors and sliding doors are 
used between stalls and gangways, and 
paddocks. Those using sliding doors claim 
that they are safer and more convenient. 
Dutch doors, of course, should always 
open out and not into the stall. Some 


builders emphasize the importance of the 
5-foot lower door. They claim the usual 
4-foot door is too low to hold some horses. 


Arrangement and size of stalls, feed bins, 
and hay storage also vary according to 
type of operation. 

So much depends upon your horses and 
how you use them that no hard and fast 
rules can be laid down for any detail in 
stable planning. To illustrate the variety 
of ideas now being used in the West, the 
September Sunset will carry a photo- 
graphic roundup of stable details. 


The one planning principle that should be 
followed is to do the job with the least 
amount of effort. 


The various stables presented on these 
pages are examples of the type of opera- 
tion most frequently found in the West. 
As explained in the captions, each has its 
reason for being as it is.

When a barn works smoothly, when there’s a place for every- 
thing, when both horses and men find it a pleasant place, it 
becomes the center of activity. The barn on the L. W. Lane 
ranch near Santa Cruz, California, was planned to be just that. 
Although there are but three box stalls, barn can take care of 
ten or more horses with a minimum of work. Stalls, opening 
into paddock in rear of barn, provided so that three horses 
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corral gives a protected place for feeding the horses held in the 
large corral. Hay manger for corral is directly connected with 
the feed room. Prevailing winds and rain were considered in 
orienting the barn. Its pleasant, open feeling was obtained with- 
out sacrifice in comfort. The feed and tack rooms give added 
weather protection to the open area. Photograph above shows 
a portion of this area, with open shed adjoining feed room at left;

loggia and bedroom was a natural for a 





toolshed. 

Had the original “shack” been built with 
the conventional hip roof, the addition 
down the slope would have presented an 
expensive roofing problem. Loggia be- 
tween house and bedroom acted as a wind 
screen for the terrace. 

After the war, during which our home in 
Carmel was sold, Mrs. Ford and I decided 
to live permanently in the country shack. 
That meant some major changes. We had 
children coming home from school and 
numerous guests who were as enamored 
with the country as we were. So this time 
the upper end of the house was developed 
with two bedrooms and enlarged kitchen 
and dining areas. The lower bedroom be- 
came permanent guest quarters. We ve- 
neered the front of the house with adobe 
brick, and [ terraced off the slope to give 
a firm base for planting. I found the adobe 
brick so easy to work with that I made all 
the small retaining walls and walks out of 
it myself. 

“So easy to work with” is a phrase that 
should be taken with reservations. 

Last year we made final improvements on 
the garage and store room. The latter is 
now used for dead storage and as a cooler. 
It houses our deep freeze unit. 

Our present home is a far cry, of course, 
from the original cracker box. Naturally, 
we had had some vague ideas of adding 
to it from time to time when we started. 
But there were no settled plans. Condi- 
tions changed too often. We could not 
have made these additions had Mr. Jones 
burdened us with an intricate structure to 
begin with. The livable place we have now 
certainly makes us appreciate simple ma- 
terials and techniques in building.

SEARCHING for better solutions to the 
problem of creating a more livable climate 
in our own back yard, Sunset last year es- 
tablished a special research, design, and 
engineering project. In cooperation with 
Benjamin Polk as designer and Structural 
Engineer John A. Blume of San Francisco, 
a careful study was made of lathhouses, 
windbreaks, outdoor shelters, and other 


structures homeowners build to modify 
the weather in their living zone. 

The combination of design and engineer- 
ing talent is not new in the commercial or 
residential building field. But neither ar- 
chitect nor engineer has given serious at- 
tention to the garden structures we add to 
bring about a complete living unit. These 
secondary structures, providing as they do 


an expansion of the living area, become 
more important as the house, our primary 
living space, shrinks in size under the re- 
strictions of high building costs. 

We were encouraged as the work progress- 
ed by the attitude of the modern-thinking 
engineer. He seems to find more satisfac- 
tion in a structure built in the simplest 
fashion with the minimum amount of ma-

In attacking the problem of sun shades 
and screens, we specified these require- 
ments: (1) They should be within the skill 
of the hammer and saw carpenter. (2) 
They should avoid the forest of posts that 
give many lath shelters a heavy feeling. 
(3) They should be adaptable to many 
locations and many purposes. 

The solar screen presented here has several 
advantages over the conventional lath 
shelter. Ben Polk points out: “There is a 
higher percentage of available sunlight ad- 
mitted through the roof in the wintertime 
than in the summer. This tends to equal- 
ize conditions in the lathhouse through- 
out the year, with consequent obvious ad- 
vantages to both plants and people. The 
percentage of sunlight admitted depends 
on the angle of the sun rays to the horizon 
at noon, which, of course, is a smaller angle 
in the wintertime.” 
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As in all lath structures you can adjust the 
percentage of sun by changing the spacing 
between the lath. Here, due to the pitch 
of each lath, crowding lath closer together 
to cut down summer sun does not bring 
about an equal decrease in the percentage 
of winter sun. Since the lattice panels are 
removable, you have a free choice of sun 
or shade at any time.

Movable wall and wind screen

The door shown is made with 14-inch 
fluted glass set in a heavy frame of 2- by 
6-inch planks. Lighter construction would 
be equally satisfactory in those localities 
where winds are moderate. 

Other variations suggest themselves. A 
standard wooden door could be used. Clear 
glass panes could be substituted for the 
wooden panels if the view behind the mov- 
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able wind screen is important. It would 
not even be necessary to have the over- 
head tracks as part of the garage. They 
could be erected as a simple extension of 
an existing garden wall and the door rolled 
out of the way behind it when desired. 


The sole construction requirement is that 
the structure be strong enough to support 
the door. Here, it travels on standard over- 
head garage door tracks mounted on a 4- 
by 8-inch beam which is part of the garage 
structure. Vertical support is a steel rail. 
Ground stakes along the bottom of the 
door keep it from moving and prevent pos- 
sible damage when it is buffeted by strong 
gusts of wind.

THE EQUIPMENT you use to barbe- 
cue shish kebab is pretty much a matter 
of personal choice. Because the flavor of 
kebabs results from the blending of the 
juices of the chunks of lamb, onion, green 
pepper, tomato, and vegetable impaled 
alternately upon the skewer, any cooking 
method that saves the juices is judged a 
good method. 

That’s how we became interested in the 


shish kebab oven which Mr. and Mrs. 
Jirayr H. Zorthian designed for outdoor 
cookery at their Altadena, California, 


home. In the Zorthian oven, the skewers 
hang vertically so that the delectable juices 
from the meat, usually consumed in little 
sputters of flame, are saved to drip into a 
sauce trough below. 

This particular method of kebab cookery

is the culmination of ideas tried out in 
earlier ovens by the Zorthians. In this 
model, oven and separate cover are light 
weight sheet metal. Charcoal cooking 
briquettes are held in two wire baskets se- 
cured, one above the other, along the back 
of the oven behind the shish kebabs. 

The loaded skewers hang from cogs which 
are occasionally revolved to provide an 
even heat. A pin in the lower end of the 
skewer keeps ingredients from slipping off. 
Mrs. Zorthian has prepared kebabs in a 
number of her husband’s ovens, ranging 
from one made of an old crib spring to the 
present juice-preserver model. She has 
worked out an ingredient list in amounts 
usually needed per person. This simplifies 
ordering and planning for any number of 
guests. The following instructions are hers. 
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SHISH KEBAB 


Buy 1 pound of leg of lamb per person, 
plus 2 or 8 extra pounds. Have the meat 
boned. This saves time as most of us aren’t 
as fast as a professional meat cutter—or 
as good! Lamb shoulder may be used, too.

MANY exciting action games can be 
played in small space.

CLOCK GOLF 





Clock golf is a putting game. It may be 
played by any number of persons. 
Equipment needed: A circle of closely cut 
lawn from 10 to 20 feet in diameter, a tin 
can sunk into the turf for a cup, a putter, 
a golf ball. 

The ball is played off successively from 12 
stations, named after the hours on a clock.

EVERYWHERE we go these days we 
find aluminum being put to use by home 
craftsmen in outdoor furniture, table ac- 
cessories, ash trays, chafing dishes, barbe- 
cue tools, and other similar projects 

Craftsmen like aluminum because it is in- 
expensive, easy to work, and durable. Here 
we've used scraps of the metal to decorate 
three simple wooden articles—a pair of 
bookends, a flower pot, and a lamp base. 





Chee TACKS 


One-inch squares 


The dimensions of wood pieces are shown 
on the plan drawings. For the decorative 
work, you'll need assorted sizes of domed 
upholstery tacks, round-head escutcheon 
pins, and sheet aluminum. You can get 
sheet aluminum thin enough to cut with 
scissors but the 1/14-inch material we used 
requires tinsnips. Other necessary tools are 
tack hammer, punch, file, and steel wool. 
Lay the design pattern directly on the 
aluminum. After you cut it out, file all 
edges smooth and punch holes for the 
tacks around the edges. Polish w'th steel 
wool before tacking it to the wood with 
escutcheon pins. Complete the design with 
domed upholstery tacks. 

Following are construction stens for the 
bookends, flower pot box, and lamp base. 





Bookends: From %4-inch stock, saw 2 
blocks 5 by 5 inches. Sand smooth: shellac 
and wax. Cut two pieces aluminum 5 by 
5°4 inches for stands, and screw each to

one edge of a block, to which design has 
been tacked. Drive tacks along top edges. 
Grain of wood should be vertical. 

Flower Box: From 34-inch stock, saw 2 
pieces 1014 by 6 inches for front and back, 
2 pieces 5 by 6 inches for the ends, and 1 
piece 5 by 9 inches. Glue and nail together. 
Sand well, then finish with shellac and wax 





before attaching aluminum. Box may be 
lined or pots set directly in it. 

Lamp Base: Nail 2 pieces 4 by 101% by 
34 inches to 2 pieces 24% by 101% by 34 
inches to make the upright. Add a block 4 





by 4 inches for a top and another 44% by 
41% inches for a base. Drill a 7/16-inch hole 
in the center of top for a 14-inch threaded 
pipe nipple for a lamp socket. Drill a sec- 
ond hole near the bottom of one side for 
the lamp cord. After inserting the cord, 
attach base with wood screws.

CHILDREN, whether or not they’re 
supposed to be “artistically inclined,” love 
to paint. Here are a few suggestions for 
making your children’s painting activities 
easy and more meaningful for them and 
for you. 

With hammer, saw, screwdriver, and a few 
inexpensive materials, you can make an 
easel like this one. It folds flat for easy 
storage and can be used indoors and out. 
Four pint jars hold red, blue, yellow, and 
black poster paints. Provide a separate 
brush for each color and extras for the 
special colors the children will mix by 
themselves.

What will you do with the volume of 
brightly colored sheets your children 
proudly present? A large piece of fibre 
board hung on the wall in or near a child’s 
room becomes a junior art gallery for dis- 
play of paintings and drawings. 

If your child is proud of his art, hang it! 
When friends and relatives drop in to go 
through the gallery, it’s best if they 
neither criticize nor ask the child what his 
paintings mean. Children often paint sim- 
ply because forms, patterns, and colors 
please them. They might be embarassed 
by an adult who has the idea that every 
piece of art must have a meaning.

Stretch the meat by making an up- 
side-down pie. Attractive, too. Brown the 
meat in heavy pan, add tomato, whole 
kernel corn, and any other desired vegeta- 
bles; season well and thicken with flour. 
Roll out biscuit dough the size of the 
heavy pan, using prepared mix for speed; 
place on top of meat mixture, and bake in 
a hot oven (400°) 20 minutes or until 
brown. Turn upside down on large chop 
plate; cut in wedges to serve. 

While this is cooking, combine a can of 
chicken soup with one of mushroom, add 
a dash of curry. 

Dress up the ice cream this way: melt 
chocolate-covered mints, caramels, or 
candy bars in double boiler, thinning with 
a little cream. Serve warm over ice cream.

Memo to the cook: To save a last minute 
flurry, combine all ingredients for the But- 
termilk Corn Sticks, except the liquid, 
ahead of time.

Adventures in food 


THERE IS NO better time to make your 
first explorations in Norwegian cookery 
than when you take your food out-of-doors. 
The smorgasbord pattern, in whole or part, 
is perfectly adapted to an al fresco meal. 
Norwegian-American Sonya Loftness, of 
Larkspur, California, has this to say about 
the smorgasbord itself: 

All the good things from the pantry are 
brought out for the Norwegian smorgas- 
bord—cold cuts, herring, rye bread, hard 
tack, and plenty of cheeses. To this nour- 
ishing buffet, the Norwegians add two, 
sometimes three, hot casserole dishes when 
the smorgasbord becomes the evening 
meal or, later on, a midnight supper. These 
casserole dishes are kept covered and 
piping hot at one end of the buffet. Guests 
are expected to take a small serving of each 
and return for more, perhaps. If the guest 
list includes more than six or eight, larger 
quantities are cooked and kept hot in the 
kitchen to use in refilling the casserole 
dishes on the table when necessary. 
Many of the dishes are really complete 
meals in themselves. When appetites are 
not so hearty, they can be used readily as 
savory entrees on our own supper tables. 


BAKED HERRING 
The combination of herring, potatoes, 
eggs, and parsley brings this quickly pre- 
pared casserole dish to Western favor. 

1 (8 ounce) tin Norwegian kippered herring 
medium-sized boiled potatoes 
tablespoons butter

egg yolks 

tablespoon finely minced parsley 
Parsley and paprika to garnish 
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Soak herring in boiling water to cover for 
10 minutes. Cut into small pieces. Chop 
potatoes; season with salt and pepper. 
Cover bottom of casserole with melted 
butter. Combine herring and potatoes in 
casserole. Mix cream, egg yolks, and 
minced parsley; pour over herring and po- 
tatoes. Bake in moderate oven (350°) 15 
to 20 minutes or until cream and egg mix- 
ture is cooked through. Garnish with pars- 
ley and paprika and serve hot. This will 
make 6 generous servings, or 8 smaller 
ones. 


(Nore: If fresh herring is available, 1 


pound or 1 cup herring that has been 
cooked in boiling salted water may be 
used. The kippered herring gives an en- 
tirely different flavor; both are delicious.) 


LAPSKAUS 

This is a favorite dish with men. What’s 
more, men like to cook it, both because it 
satisfies a hearty apnetite and because 
most men like skillet cooking. Lapskaus 
may be first cooked in a skillet, then baked 
in a casserole; or it can be prepared com- 
pletely in a skillet

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The Art of Cooking... by men... for men 


VACATION COOKS are not neces- 
sarily camp fire cronies or barbecue spe- 
cialists, Given time and the freedom to 
indulge their gastronomic imagination, 
men who decide to have some recreation 
in a culinary way indoors or out are sure 
to conclude their cooking fun with some 
extra fine eating. 

In his San Francisco kitchen, Mel Venter 
decided to explore the possibilities of 
chicken livers and sour cream. “After sev- 
eral trials,” he writes, “I’ve come up with 
a recipe that’s really an adventure in eat- 
ing.” Frozen chicken livers are generally 
available now and the rest of the ingre- 
dients are easily acquired. The procedure 
is simple. When you flour the chicken liv- 
ers by tossing them in a paper bag, as Chef 
Venter suggests, season the flour slightly 
with a little salt and pepper. This recipe 
will serve 4 persons generously. It’s so 
rich, in fact, one of our friends dubbed 
it “baked paté”!

CHICKEN LIVERS CREME SURE

Add 
the sour cream which has been mixed with 
the paprika and soy sauce.

Chicken and sour cream are anatural com- 
bination discovered hundreds of years ago: 
Slavic cookery abounds in good sour cream

As eggs are to ham, pilaff 
is to shish kebab 


THE BETTER the broth, the better the 
pilaff. This is the way Mrs. Jirayr Zorthian 
of Altadena, California, introduces her 
recipe for this savory rice dish which her 
Armenian mother-in-law taught her to 
make. She notes, too, that while pilaff is 
the perfect accompaniment for shish 
kebab, it’s also excellent with any meal. 
Here are Mrs. Zorthian’s directions for 
pilaff to accompany the shish kebab pre- 
sented on pages 44 and 45: 


PILAFF 
If you follow this recipe closely, I guaran- 
tee success. Pilaff makes an excellent rice 


accompaniment for shish kebabs and may 
be eaten with or without the sauce. If you 
wish to use wheat instead of rice, go to an 
Armenian store and ask for pilaff bhoul- 
ghur. There are two sizes and this will get 
you the right kind. In the recipe simply 
substitute bhoulghur for rice and go on 
from there. A lot of people feel that rice is 
best with fowl and wheat with meats, but 
there is no rule. 


BROTH FOR PILAFF 

For 6 to 8 persons make 1 quart of broth. 
Cover the lamb bones and scraps with wa- 
ter. Season with vegetables and herbs. Af- 
ter the broth cooks down, strain before 
using in the pilaff. 


PREPARATION OF PILAFF 

For 6 to 8 people. If you want more or 
less, simply change the amounts to suit as 
long as the proportions of the ingredients 
one to the other remain the same. 

cups rice or bhoulghur (do not wash) 

cup noodles 

4 cups boiling broth 

4 tablespoons butter (1/2 cube) 
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Use long grained white rice. Buy barley 
noodles from an Armenian or Italian store. 
If you can’t get them, use the thinnest egg 
noodles obtainable and crush them until 
they are all broken into small pieces about 
1% inch long or less. 


Brown the noodles in the butter until tan, 
pour in the rice, and mix well. The rice 
should not fry but merely become covered 
with the butter. Pour over it the boiling 
broth, cover, and allow to simmer slowly 
without stirring for 20 minutes or until all 
broth has simmered away. It can be re- 
heated by adding a little water and steam- 
ing for a short time. Variations can be 
made with different kinds of broth and 
different kinds of fat. Chicken fat and 
broth make excellent pilaf.

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— August m your garden 


GARDENING IN August is divided 
about equally between maintenance and 
getting ready for fall, winter, and spring. 
Much time must be spent in watering, 
spraying, fertilizing, and tidying up to 
keep. the garden cool, neat, and pleasant 
to live in on summer days and evenings. 
However, gardeners who look forward to a 
colorful garden this winter and next spring 
also will have to reserve time for seed sow- 
ing, preparation of soil, and planting of 
hardy annuals, bulbs, and perennials. 
Watering. Water is the garden’s prime re- 
quirement this month—not just water on 
the surface, but water throughout the 
plant’s root zone where it will be con- 
stantly available to the growing plant. 
Some plants are deep rooted, others shal- 
low. Surface watering can cause shallow 
rooting of otherwise deep rooted plants. 
Adjust your watering schedule to your 
type of soil. Sandy soils retain water for 
a short time, clay soil much longer. By 
the same token, water passes farther down 
and faster into sandy soils than in clay 
soils. Loam is between the two extremes. 
Water only when your plants need it. 
The most common mistake in summer wa- 
tering is giving a light sprinkling every day 
instead of a heavy watering at intervals 
suiting the temperature, humidity, root 
depth, and soil type. If allowed to become 
too dry in the summer, large trees may 
develop brittle branches and drop their 
limbs in winter. Keep a special watch on 
shrubs and trees set out this year. They 
may require water twice a month, or of- 
tener, if the soil is light. 

Water fruit trees and cane berries now 
producing new growth after the crops have 
been harvested. 

Pruning. After they have finished bloom- 
ing, cut back pelargoniums, geraniums, 
and the faded flowers of such shrubs as 
escallonia, raphiolepis, veronica, hyperi- 
cum, lavender, and rosemary. Japanese 
quince and wisteria also may be pruned 
this month. Prune rambler roses after they 
bloom. Remove all canes that flowered this 
year, since flowers are carried only on new 
wood. Certain cane berries should be cut 
back now. See notes on berries in this re- 
view for details. Hold back on pruning of 
azaleas, camellias, and rhododendrons. Re- 
move only faded flower heads or seed pods. 
Only awkward or rangy branches on older 
plants should be pruned back. 

Spraying. Continue regular spraying with 
multi-purpose preparations to keep the 
garden clean. Spray citrus trees and broad 
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leafed evergreens with summer oil to con- 
trol red spider and scale insects. Young 
black scale insects, recently hatched, are 
still soft bodied and thus are destroyed 
easily. Red spiders run rampant on aza- 
leas, fuchsias, mock orange, and chrysan- 
themums in the summer months. Over- 
head watering helps to discourage them. 
Spray with nicotine sulfate, multi-pur- 
pose, or summer oil solution for thrips and 
red spiders. Spray hibiscus weekly with 
cryolite or lead arsenate if attacked by 
hibiscus bud moth. The moth works from 
early summer to October. Destroy host 
weeds such as the cheeseweed (malva). 
Sow these annuals. Alyssum, anchusa, ca- 
lendula, California wildflowers, candytuft, 
Canterbury bell, clarkia, cynoglossum, 
dimorphotheca, godetia, forget-me-not, 
larkspur, nemesia, nigella, pansy, scabiosa, 
schizanthus, viola, Virginian stock, and 
winter stock. For winter bloom, sow sweet 
peas this month. 

Perennials to sow now. Carnation, colum- 
bine, delphinium, gerberia (Transvaal 
daisy), Iceland poppy, Oriental poppy, 
penstemon, salvia, scabiosa, verbascum, 
and veronica. 

Make cuttings. Carnation, dianthus, fuch- 
sia, heliotrope, nepeta, pelargonium, and 
penstemon may be propagated from cut- 
tings at this time. Also at the right stage 


for making cuttings is half-ripened wood 
of many evergreen and coniferous shrubs. 
Ground covers. Plant ground covers on 
banks so that roots can become established 
before the heavy rains which otherwise 
might wash them out. 

Cut back and topdress. Spring blooming 
perennials such as arabis, aubrieta, alys- 
sum, and perennial candytuft, which have 
finished flowering, should be cut way back 
now. After cutting, apply a top dressing 
of compost made up of loam, leaf mold or 
peat, sand, and manure. Water well.

Prepare beds. Get beds ready now for cin- 
erarias, daffodils, pansies, primroses, snap- 
dragons, ranunculus, and stocks. If pos- 
sible, spade in manure a month before 
planting them out. 

Christmas bloom. Pot up crocus, cyclamen, 
freesia, and Roman hyacinth for Christ- 
mas bloom. 

Self-sow. If plants that have gone to seed 
are pulled up and shaken over ground 
which has been raked, alyssum, cineraria, 
forget-me-not, foxglove, larkspur, linaria, 
love-in-a-mist, mignonette, and scarlet flax 
will seed themselves freely. 

Kill weeds. Grub out crab grass immedi- 
ately, before it has a chance to seed itself. 
It can be recognized by its branched stem 
rooting at the joints, and its spikes of shin- 
ing red seedpods that scatter at the slight- 
est disturbance. Heretofore, this pest has

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evaded all weed-killer preparations, but 
now there is a selective crab grass killer 
on the market that will control it. 
Summer vegetables. Pull out old plants as 
summer crops mature and are harvested. 
Remove weeds, clean up the ground, ap- 
ply a dressing of manure, and dig in as a 
preparation for winter planting. If your 
tomatoes were not staked earlier, slip in- 
verted flats, shallow boxes, or crates under 
the vines to keep the fruit off the ground. 
Continue to treat corn for earworm. See 
page 82 for directions. 

Winter vegetables. Sow beet, carrot, endive, 
onion, radish, and turnip seed for winter 
harvest. Broccoli, Brussels sprouts, cab- 
bage, cauliflower, and kale seeds may be 
sown in flats, and transplants set out in 6 
to 8 weeks. Young plants are available in 
many nurseries for immediate planting. 
Divide. Dianthus, iris, Oriental poppy, 
peonies, Transvaal daisy, watsonias, and 
other perennials that have finished bloom- 
ing. Replant as soon as possible. 





Lawn care. If you see moths flying over 
your lawn, spray for sod webworm. Sec- 
ond generations of larvae are likely to ap- 
pear this month. Several preparations 
which kill the webworm in this larval state 
are available. Details are in Sunset for 
June. Brown patch and dollar spot, fungus 
diseases which give the grass a water-soak- 
ed, blackened appearance, can be con- 
trolled by applying fungicides. Water the 
lawn well following the application. See 
notes on mowing lawns. 

Bulbs. So that they can make root growth 
before winter, plant these early blooming 
bulbs now: Autumn crocus, chionodoxa, 
daffodil, freesia, Guernsey lily, Iris reticu- 
lata, leacocoryne, Madonna lily, muscari, 
scilla, and snowflake. See notes on early 
blooming bulbs in this review.

DON’T-FORGET LIST 

Withhold water from lilacs to encourage 
dormancy necessary to produce good 
bloom next spring. 

To make room for new growth, cut back 
foliage of winter iris. 

Stake tall perennials. 

Prepare ground for sowing lawns next 
month. Water to bring up weeds. 
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Order bulbs and perennials for planting 
this fall. 

Disbud chrysanthemums and dahlias if 
large blooms are desired. 

Harvest lavender and other herbs. 
Gather and dry strawflowers at full bloom 
stage. Then hang by stems in bundles. 


WHAT THE SPECIALISTS 

ARE DOING THIS MONTH 

Amateur gardeners usually assume that 
the plant specialist achieves his results by 
means of secret processes. Actually, the 
specialist is merely a thorough gardener. 
He uses common techniques at the right 
time and with a skill that comes from years 
of practice. Here is what specialists are 
doing this month with chrysanthemums, 
camellias, and fuchsias. 

Chrysanthemums. By August, chrysanthe- 
mums are well on their way to blooming. 
Watering, staking, and spraying are the 
main jobs. Some varieties may need ferti- 
lizing in young bud stage. 

By now, most buds have formed on early 
blooming varieties so it is late to do much 
pinching back. However, later varieties 
may still require pinching. 

The motto of the chrysanthemum expert 
is “never let chrysanthemums be set 
back.” Watering is of first importance. 
Keep the soil damp. If the root area dries, 
leaves drop off and stems get hard. One 
way to test whether you are watering 
enough is to check the color of the leaves. 
If the lowest leaves are as green as the 
upper ones, the plant has sufficient water. 
If the plants are growing vigorously, there 
won’t be much trouble with aphis. If they 
appear, spray with nicotine sulfate or 
multi-purpose solution.

Stake chrysanthemums now, since the 
plants probably are getting heavy, and 
also because of possible strong winds. If 
plants are in rows in large beds, run long 
wires fastened to poles along each side of 
the row. Tie strings across between the 
wires on each side of the plant. The indi- 
vidual plant then is secure within a square. 
Feed chrysanthemums only until the buds 
first show color. Later feeding produces 
faded colors. 

Camellias. Watering is the number one job 
on the schedule of the camellia specialists. 
One expert warns that drying out during 
a two-weeks’ vacation may cause a camel- 
lia whose buds are forming to suffer bud 
drop later on. Water thoroughly and as 
often as necessary to keep the root zone 
cool and moist. 

In coastal sections, such as the San Fran- 
cisco Bay Area, overhead sprinkling may 


cause mildew. Occasional sprinkling to dis- 
courage red spider is helpful, however. 

In watering directly from the hose, be 
careful to use a slow, steady flow of water. 
Too much force will wash off topsoil and 
disturb tender surface roots. Let the open 
end of the hose lie near the plant, or use a 
canvas soaker or one of the patented metal 
hose attachments. 

In frost-free areas, camellias may be given 
a final feeding for the year. Tender growth 
forced out by feeding can get nipped back 
by frosts in colder sections. Special com- 
mercial acid-base fertilizers are recom- 
mended for camellias. 

Fuchsias. From a fuchsia grower comes 
this summer watering schedule: For potted 
fuchsias, fill each pot to overflowing, then 
water again when the surface just begins 
to dry out. There should be at least a 2- 
inch space between the soil level and the 
rim of the pot. 

Give plants in the open ground a thorough 
soaking twice a week. As often as once a 
day, depending on the temperature, sprin- 
kle the entire plant with a fine spray, not 
to furnish moisture to the roots, but to 
provide a cool, humid atmosphere and also 
to discourage red spiders. 

Feed fuchsias every 4 to 6 weeks with 
balanced commercial fertilizer. Apply ac- 
cording to the directions on the package. 
Pick off faded blossoms regularly for longer 
bloom. Flowers of certain species of fuch- 
sias grown for the added attraction of 
their fruits should not be removed. These 
species include Fuchsia boliviana, whose 
fruits form in attractive, grape-like clust- 
ers, and F. procumbens (creeping fuchsia) 
which produces large red berries. Let these 
follow their natural cycle from flower to 
seedpod. 

Watch for pests this month. Thrips, aphis. 
and red spiders are particularly hard on 
fuchsias. Use a multi-purpose solution or 
nicotine sulfate with a little summer oil or 
soap added as a spreader. 

A summer mulch around fuchsias keeps 
the soil cool and moist, and the plant fresh 
and green through the hottest days. Well- 
rotted manure, peat, or leaf mold are fa- 
vored by experts. Apply a 1-inch layer 
in a circle around the stem as far as the 
branches spread. Do not cultivate around 
fuchsias, since fine feeder roots grow right 
under the surface. 





HOW TO MOW LAWNS 

Too many lawns suffer because mowing 
has been tossed off as a hit-or-miss chore. 
Yet a good stand of grass depends as much 
on the way it is cut as on methods of wa- 
tering and fertilizing.

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common mistakes are mowing lawns too 
short and too seldom. 

For all except bent grasses, cut to 114 
inches. Cutting lower chops off sections 
which manufacture starches and sugars, 
and leaves only stems. The result is a yel- 
low, sickly looking lawn, however rich the 
soil may be. 





High cutting saves water, since shade from 
tall, thick foliage reduces evaporation from 
the surface of the ground. Heavier top 
growth means larger root systems which, 
in turn, are able to draw more water. 
Dense grass also breaks the force of rains 
or sprinklers and prevents soil erosion. 
Shade provided by tall grass discourages 
germination of weed seeds, and vigorous 
roots choke out many weeds before they 
get started. 

On the other hand, don’t let your 
grow too long. Cutting back an overgrown 
lawn 2 or 3 inches amounts to a severe 
amputation involving a good deal of shock. 
Rate of growth, not the calendar, should 
be the determining factor in a mowing 
schedule.

On most mowers there is an adjustable 
bracket attaching the roller to the frame. 
Adjusting the height of the blades is a sim- 
ple matter of tilting the roller after loos- 
ening the bracket. Blades on non-adjusta- 
ble mowers can be raised by installing a 
roller of larger diameter or by using snap- 
on rubber tires or wheels. 


ROSE CARE 

Although August is a quiet month in the 
rose garden, it’s the time to prepare for 
the important fall bloom period 

Water thoroughly and deeply at least once 
a week. After irrigating, scratch the sur- 
face of the soil around the plants to pre- 
vent surface baking. 

Early this month, feed with a complete 
fertilizer or liquid fertilizer. 

Keep roses looking trim and neat. Clip off 
twiggy, dead, or unproductive growth. 
Continue the battle against mildew, rust, 
black spot, and red spider. Spray with a 
combination of wettable sulfur, Fermate, 
and a spreader which makes the solution 
adhere to the leaves. 


CYCLAMEN 

Because seeds are fresh 
evenly with warmth and moisture, this is 
an excellent time to sow cyclamen. How- 
ever, guard against letting seeds or seed- 
lings dry out in hot summer weather.

It will soon be time to pot up old corms 
of cyclamen. When repotting, remove all

of the old foliage which might act as a 
harboring place for rot or pests. 


EARLY BLOOM FROM BULBS 

There are a number of fall blooming bulbs, 
usually available in late August, which 
must be planted early if you want satis- 
factory results. Sternbergia, somewhat 
like a yellow crocus, will bloom in Septem- 
ber if set out early. Zephyranthes rosea, 
with pink flowers, also like a crocus, pops 
up at irregular intervals. Hippeastrum 
advenum, the oxblood lily, with interest- 
ing flowers of deep red, blooms in fall and 
is hardier than the amaryllis, which flow- 
ers in spring. 

The pink and red spidery-flowered nerines 
are interesting and beautiful. Nerine Bow- 
denii is especially easy to grow and in- 
creases rapidly. 

Autumn crocus is always reliable, its dif- 
ferent varieties blooming from September 
on into December if cold rains do not 
interfere with development and growth. 
If you plant the bulbs early, colchicums 
(meadow saffron) are sure fire, blooming 
in or out of soil. 


STOCKS FOR WINTER BLOOM 
Early August is a good time for sowing 
seed of winter stocks. Follow these pre- 
cautions if you want to be sure of success. 
Even in the flats, stocks must have good 
drainage or they will turn yellow. Those 
that remain in flats too long become stunt- 
ed and woody. Also, even one thorough dry- 
ing out can have a permanently harmful 
effect. Oddly enough, smaller transplants 
often produce double blooms, whereas the 
more vigorous plants turn out to be single 
flowered. Try to get stocks in the ground 
by the first of October, since those set out 
later rarely grow into strong, full bloom- 
ing plants. Try this combination for next 
spring: pastel shades of stock, Leedsii daf- 
fodils, and light colored pansies or blue 
and white violas. 


BERRY PRUNING 

Cut back canes of blackberries and rasp- 
berries as they finish fruiting. On most 
varieties, one crop of fruit is produced on 
canes which grew the previous season. Cer- 
tain varieties of raspberry, such as Ranere, 
which bear fruit on cane growth made dur- 
ing the first season, also should be cut 
back, since they will not bear again. Leave 
5 to 7 new canes to each hill or bush. Cut 
off all small or weak canes close to the 
ground. Tips of shoots which will produce 
next year’s fruit also can be cut off as soon 
as they have reached a desired length. 
Burn old canes immediately after cutting 
because they often harbor pests.

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HERB HARVEST 

Summer herbs are ripe for harvest. If you 
want lavender for sachets, cut the stems 
when the lower flowers are fully opened 
and the higher ones are starting to unfold. 
Spread the cut stems loosely on trays or 
on clean paper in a cool, airy, dry, dust- 
less place, but never in full sunlight. Lift 
and turn the stems every other day for 
about 2 weeks, or until they are com- 
pletely dry. Then strip the blossoms or tie 
the stems in bundles. 


FOR SHADE 

The maiden’s wreath (Francoa ramosa) 
has long been a favorite with English gar- 
deners, who grow it in pots and tubs on 
the terrace or beside pools. It has slender, 


3-foot spikes of white flowers. The pink . 


variety is not so attractive. 

Also fond of shade is the plantain lily 
(hosta). Its large, shining, heart-shaped 
leaves are deeply ribbed. The flowers on 
narrow, 18-inch stems are white or lav- 
ender-blue. 


SUMMER BLOOM FROM SHRUBS 

If you are looking for shrubs to give sum- 
mer and fall color, see these in the nurser- 
ies now. Since they are grown in contain- 
ers, you can plant them at any time. 
OLEANDER. Don’t forget this standby if 
you want shrubs that take very little sum- 
mer care and grow easily almost anywhere. 
Particularly attractive are the double sal- 
mon Mrs. Roeding and the single white, 
single red, and single large pink varieties. 
POMEGRANATE. Look for the little carna- 
tion flowered pomegranate (Punica Gra- 
natum nana). This is not the ordinary 
rank growing pomegranate, but a new 
dwarf type introduced by the United 
States Department of Agriculture. In 
summer it carries masses of orange-scarlet, 
carnation-like flowers that are followed in 
fall by orange-red fruits. Try it as a hedge 
in a warm, sunny location. This shrub is 
evergreen in mild winter sections, but will 
lose most or all of its leaves where tem- 
peratures get low. 

cistus. The rock rose qualifies as one of 
the most satisfactory shrubs grown in 
California, since it stands salt spray, wind, 
or drought conditions. Two excellent spe- 
cies are the white rock rose (C. corbarien- 
sis) and the orchid rock rose (C. pur- 
pureus). Plant these on warm banks, along 
drives, or in sunny borders. 

ESCALLONIA. Evergreen, glossy leafed 
shrubs are favorites for screens, back- 
grounds, hedges. One of the best for screens 
and hedges is tall growing, white flowered 
Escallonia montevidensis. A newer hybrid, 
escallonia C. F. Ball, with a compact habit 
and clear, red flowers, is an improvement 
over E. rubra and will grow better in the 
sun. E. glasneviensis is smaller, about the 
right size for an average garden, and has 
dainty, soft pink flowers. 

To prevent an untidy appearance, shear 
off faded flowers. About every other year, 
cut back more severely to prevent heavy, 
woody stems and to stimulate new growth.

Reference list of small to medium 
sized trees for California gardens 


A TREE for the small garden or the av- 
erage sized patio or terrace should not be 
as large as the usual shade or street tree. 
Its ultimate height should be between 12 
and 30 feet and, if shade is desired, its 
head should be fairly broad and spreading 
Clean growing habits are important. Avoid 
planting a tree that is continually drop- 
ping leaves, fruits, or berries, or one with 
brittle branches that might become a haz- 
ard. Deep roots also are important, espe 
cially if the surface of the area is paved. 

It is well to choose a hardy tree, although 
protection afforded by walls makes pos 
sible planting of tropicals or subtropicals 
too tender for the open garden. Following 
are evergreen trees, most of them summer 
flowering, but all attractive the year 
around. Because of their small size, they 
will not cut out much light and sun in 
the wintertime. 


ACACIA 

Although few species of acacia have the 
desirable characteristics necessiry in a 
small garden tree, three or four are very 
suitable. For example, the pearl acacia (A. 
podalyriaefolia), which grows to 12 or 15 
feet, is just about the right size for a little 
patio. Fast growing and upright in habit, 
it makes a dense round head. It is distin- 
guished by its powdery gray leaves about 
an inch across. The fluffy cream-yellow 
flowers bloom in winter 

Deep irrigation encourages acacias to send 
roots downward. If pruned back once a 
year after bloom, it is seldom necessary to 
cut branches over 34 inch in diameter, and 
growth will be full and shapely. 


LILY OF THE VALLEY TREE 

Also called the white alder, Clethra arborea 
is the size to fit in a half-shaded corner of 
a lawn. Evergreen, growing 15 to 20 feet 
high, with long, shiny leaves and panicles 
of white, cup-shaped, fragrant flowers, it 
blooms in late summer and early fall. If 
you plant it in a patio, be sure it does not 
stand against a hot wall that reflects heat, 
because this native of Madeira definitely 
prefers coolness and moisture. It is hardy 
to 20°. 


SUMMER HOLLY 

Wanting moderate summer watering and 
a half-shaded spot is summer holly, a Cali- 
fornia native and a member of the man- 
zanita family. It is listed in catalogs as 
Comarostaphylis diversifolia or as C. d. 
planifolia. Usually called a large shrub, it 
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can be trained to grow into a 15-foot tree 
by pruning off the lower branches so as to 
form a clean trunk and a fairly high head. 
Nurserymen believe that more gardeners 
should become acquainted with this at- 
tractive, gray-barked evergreen which has 
3-inch bright green leaves, like those of 
the toyon, and white, bell-shaped, manza- 
nita-like flowers. 


WHITE LILY TREE 

Last in this trio of small evergreen, mois- 
ture-loving trees is Crinodendron (Tricus- 
pidaria) dependens. It comes from canyons 
of the Andes in Chile. At first glance it is 
reminiscent of a small live oak, although 
the crinkled, shiny leaves are slightly 
smaller than those of the native California 
tree. Clusters of small, bell-shaped, white 
flowers bloom in late spring and early sum- 
mer. In fall, it carries colorful red seedpods. 
Nurserymen recommend crinodendron 
most highly as a lawn tree, but it can be 
grown equally well outside of a lawn, if 
adequate provision is made for watering. 
If planted in an area to be paved, sink spe- 
cial tree tiles 2 or 3 feet under the surface 
and water and fertilize through them. This 
tree can stand temperatures down to 15°. 


SWEETSHADE TREE 

If fragrance and color score over shade as 
requirements for a tree in your patio or 
terrace, consider the sweetshade or woolum 
voolum tree (Hymenosporum flavum). 
\lthough it may reach a height of 40 feet 
when mature, it is slender in shape and has 
sparse, dark, evergreen foliage. Clusters of 
vellow flowers appear in spring and keep 
blooming for several months. The tree is 
hardy down to 20° and thrives either on 
the coast or inland. 


CITRUS 

Not as hardy as sweetshade, but equally 
fragrant and complementary to the ter- 
race or patio are citrus trees. A particular 
favorite is the Eureka lemon, which has at 
east a few blossoms and a little fruit the 
vear around, although the heaviest crop 
‘comes in summer. The tangerine, with 
glossy foliage and a well-groomed habit of 
growth, can be used in a more limited 
space. Kumquats also may be grown in 
tubs. 


PITTOSPORUM 

Almost as glossy and clean-looking as 
citrus are some of the pittosporums, which, 
if trained in standard form, make excel- 
lent small shade trees. Victorian box (Pit- 
tosporum undulatum) grows into a hand- 
some, spreading head with large, dark 
green leaves that are slightly wavy along 
the margins. Pittosporum rhombifolium 
has lighter, more yellow-green foliage and 
berries that hang in showy orange clusters. 
It lacks the fragrance of P. undulatum, 
is pyramidal in shape, and ordinarily does 
not spread more than 20 feet. 

If you like gray-toned foliage, plant Pit- 
tosporum crassifolium, a 20-foot shrub that 
becomes a picturesque tree with careful 
use of pruning shears. This species has the

LOQUAT 

If you enjoy bold foliage and subtle 
changes in coloring of leaves and fruit, 
plant a loquat tree. The foliage progresses 
from light to deep green, and finally to rich 
yellow, copper, and bronze. The leathery, 
deeply veined, 6- to 8-inch leaves are bold 
and interesting against walls, particularly 
light stucco or wood. Fruits are first bronze, 
then green, and a bright yellow-orange 
color when ripe. 


SHAMEL ASH 

Fraxinus Uhdei is an evergreen ash brought 
from Mexico to California by Mr. A. D. 
Shamel of the United States Department 
of Agriculture. Although stocked at first 
only by few nurseries, it now is offered 
quite widely. It is valued as a rapid grow- 
ing, 25- to 30-foot shade tree. Warm-cli- 
mate gardeners will appreciate especially 
the bright green, polished-looking leaves 
which give the tree a trim, cool appear- 
ance. It is hardy to 15°. 

DWARF SOUTHERN MAGNOLIA 

If you want a tree that grows very slowly, 
stays comparatively small, and blooms 
when very young, plant Magnolia grandi- 
flora (anceolata exoniensis). This small 
edition of the better known M. grandi- 
flora has the same leathery, glossy, dark 
green leaves and huge, waxy white, fra- 
grant blooms in summer and fall. It can 
be grown where temperatures drop to 5°.

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Bananas in 


your back yard 


A Los Angeles gardener grows the 
luscious fruit in her own back yard 


PICKING RIPE bananas fresh from the 
plant is not a privilege reserved only for 
inhabitants of the tropics. Each season, 
Mrs. W. D. McKendrick of Los Angeles 
harvests from 2000 to 3000 golden fingers 
from two large clumps of bananas growing 
in her backyard. This year, she picked her 
first small bunch in January. Plants will 
keep producing until December, and there 
will be ripe fruit for the Christmas table. 


CULTURE 

Because bananas require protection from 
strong winds, each clump is growing in a 
sheltered location surrounded by pine 
trees, although not densely shaded by 
them. There are about 15 to 20 one and 
two year old plants-in each clump, all 
growing in an area 12 feet square. 
Well-established bananas will stand 5° or 
6° below the freezing point. In the past 
15 years, only two frosts have caused any 
damage. Leaves turned brown, but roots 
were not affected and new foliage was pro- 
duced as usual. 

Bananas require sun, a fertile, porous soil, 
plenty of water, and adequate drainage. 
Mulching and fertilizing also are beneficial. 


SETTING FRUIT 

Although the banana is grown frequently 
as an ornamental in Southern and Central 
California, few gardeners succeed in get- 
ting plants to set fruit. In its native, trop- 
ical climate, the banana produces fruit 
from a large, dark purple or claret colored 
bloom. As the flower begins to shed its 
first bract or petal, it reveals a row of deli- 
cate, pink-lavender flowers, generally nine 
in number, whose ovaries swell into the 
first row or “hand” of bananas. A day or 
so later, the second bract falls, exposing 
another row, and so on until all the petals 
have dropped. 

Mrs. McKendrick found that when she 
allowed her bananas to follow this natural 
procedure, the fruit failed to mature. By 
cutting off'the flower after 8 to 10 “hands” 
appeared, she obtained flavorsome fruit. 


PROPAGATION 

Although bananas grow anywhere from 10 
to 30 feet tall, they are not trees but great 
perennial herbs. In the climate of South- 
ern California, it generally takes two years 
to produce fruit. 

After its fruiting period, the banana stalk 
or trunk weakens and dies, and is cut 
down. Two suckers arise from the base of 
the old stalk to make two new fruiting 
plants. Usually these are transplanted to 
a less restricted position.

Corn earworm 


History and control of 
serious summer pests 


ALTHOUGH it is usually called the corn 
earworm, the insect botanically labeled 
Heliothis armigera changes its name with 
its diet. In tomato patches it is known as 
the tomato fruit worm; in cotton fields, 
the cotton boll worm; on tobacco planta- 
tions, the tobacco false bud worm. Alto- 
gether, this hungry pest attacks about 30 
different kinds of plants, including beans, 
cabbages, peaches, peanuts, and pumpkins. 
However, juicy kernels of corn are its fa- 
vorite food. Each year farmers are forced 
to plant thousands of extra acres of corn 
to make up for the loss caused by this pest. 


LIFE HISTORY 

The corn earworm begins life as a small, 
light cream to light yellow egg, about one- 
half the size of a pinhead. The somewhat 
flattened bottom of the egg is attached to 
the plant surface. The rest of the shell is 
striped with small, longitudinal ribs. The 
female prefers to lay eggs on the silk of the 
corn ears, but will deposit them anywhere 
if the silk has not formed. Eggs will hatch 
in 48 hours if the weather is warm; other- 
wise, hatching takes as long as 10 days. 
When the tiny caterpiliar breaks out of its 
shell, it begins to eat immediately, feeding 
on the silk until it digs down to the kernels 
inside. In 2 to 4 weeks, the worm is full 
grown and measures from 11% to 2 inches 
long and over 14 inch in diameter. It 
ranges in color from pastel pink through 
green, brown, and even into dark purplish 
black. The head is nearly always light 
cream or yellow. One or more dark stripes 
run down each side.

The mature worm crawls into the ground 
for 2 to 4 weeks to pupate and change into 
a moth. Pupae are about an inch in length 
and vary in color from tan to a dark choco- 
late brown. 

The adult moth has a wingspread of about 
11% inches. It is usually a fawn color. The 
front wings are spotted in a darker shade, 
and a broad, brown margin marks the black 
wings. A few days after emerging from the 
pupal stage, adults are ready to lay eggs 
which, in turn, hatch to destroy more 
food crops. 


CONTROL 

Once the small caterpillar has crawled in- 
side the protective corn ear, there is no 
practical way to stop its voracious feeding. 
Therefore, early applications of calcium 
arsenate, cryolite, or DDT in spray or dust 
form are necessary. Make only one appli- 
cation of calcium arsenate or cryolite when 
about one-fourth of the first ears begin to 
show silk. Apply 5 per cent DDT at this 
time and twice again at weekly intervals, 
but not after the corn has formed kernels. 
Be sure to spray or dust thoroughly over 
the ears and silks to guarantee death to 
the small larvae. The silk must be treated 
each time egg-laying season arrives, which 
is generally three times a year. 

Also offered as controls are commercial 
corn earwormicides which contain pyre- 
thrins and white mineral oil. Drop the oil 
on the silk with a medicine dropper. 
Clean cultural practices are also important 
in the general effective control of ear- 
worms. Destroy weeds around the edge of 
the garden. At the end of the season, col- 
lect and burn old plants that might pro- 
vide food and shelter for late growing ear- 
worm larvae. Also, remove winter grow- 
ing weeds so that larvae will not have 
plants on which to feed in the early part 
of the year. 

Caution: Plant stalks and husks which 
have been dusted with calcium arsenate, 
cryolite, or DDT should not be used as 
fodder for animals.

Dr. Franceschi 


HORTICULTURALLY, California is 
very young. Many of the shrubs and trees 
in our gardens were unknown to California 
soil 50 years ago. We are far enough from 
the past to see what shaped it. And it’s 
surprising to note how many men and 
women played important parts. Sunset 
hopes that month by month the stories of 
all these men and women can be told. 

We begin the series with the story of the 
man who is said to have introduced into 
California more than 500 plants. 


DR. FRANCESCO FRANCESCHI 

Almost everyone who goes to Santa Bar- 
bara is sure to visit Franceschi Park, high 
above the city on Mission Ridge in the 
section called the Riviera. Now owned by 
the city of Santa Barbara, the grounds and 
building once were the garden and home 
of Dr. Francesco Franceschi. He was born 
in 1843 in Florence, Italy, and while a 
young man he developed a lasting interest 
in botany and horticulture. Having inde- 
pendent means, he established on his coun- 
try estate near Florence an arboretum of 
rare trees and plants from many countries; 
among those introduced were various bam- 
boos and the beautiful Bridal Veil broom 
(Genista monosperma). 

In 1893, Dr. Franceschi arrived in Los 
Angeles, where he remained for one year 
and became acquainted with such early 
horticulturists and nurserymen as J. C. 
Harvey, E. D. Sturtevant, and the elder 
Mr. Howard. The following year he moved 
to Santa Barbara where he started a nurs- 
ery which he called the Southern Califor- 
nia Acclimatizing Association. 


PLANT COLLECTING 

Dr. Franceschi built up his collection by 
writing for plants and seeds to botanical 
gardens and collectors everywhere. From 
the United States Bureau of Plant Indus- 
try came large numbers of plants and 
seeds for trial. David Fairchild, head of 
the bureau, visited Dr. Franceschi in 1898 
when Santa Barbara still was a small town 
and was impressed by his enthusiasm. But 
on the whole he considered him more 
visionary than practical. 

Interested also in California natives, Dr. 
Franceschi made a collecting trip in No- 
vember, 1894, to Santa Cruz Island, larg- 
est of the Santa Barbara Channel Islands, 
where he obtained seeds of several species 
of plants unknown in the nursery trade. 
One of the more important discoveries on 
this trip was the Santa Cruz Island iron- 
wood (Lyonothamnus asplenifolius). Since 
Dr. Franceschi could not find any seed- 
lings of this tree, he gathered seed and 
even dug up a live stump. This he planted 
in his lathhouse in Montecito, situated a

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few miles from Santa Barbara; and about 
five or six months later, it started to sprout. 
When his nursery was moved to Santa 
Barbara the following year, the tree was 
transplanted to a new location and devel- 
oped into an excellent specimen. From 
seed of this tree was grown the beautiful 
ironwood in the old botanical garden on 
the campus of the University of California 
at Berkeley. 

EARLY NURSERY 

In 1904 Dr. Franceschi bought 40 acres of 
land on Mission Ridge, then outside the 
city limits of Santa Barbara. He started 
another nursery there and built the home, 
“Montarioso,” which still stands in Fran- 
ceschi Park. In 1907 he entered into busi- 
ness partnership with Mr. Peter Riedel, 
and incorporated the original Southern 
California Acclimatizing Association. Inci- 
dentally, Mr. Riedel, a distinguished hor- 
ticulturist, is still working in Santa Bar- 
bara. The partnership was dissolved 
1909, and Dr. Franceschi continued to 
operate an independent nursery. 


RETURN TO ITALY 

Dr. Franceschi remained in Santa Barbara 
until July, 1913, when he left for Italy to 
accept a position with the Italian govern- 
ment in the North African colony of Libya. 
Here he was to introduce new plants of 
agricultural and horticultural value, and 
also to assist in developing agriculture. 
Before assuming the responsibilities of his 
new position, Dr. Franceschi spent a year 
and a half on the Italian Riviera where he 
wrote a book entitled “Frutti Tropicali e 
Semi-tropicali.”” This book is still consid- 
ered an important reference work on trop- 
ical and semi-tropical fruits. 


INTRODUCTIONS 

According to F. W. Popenoe, authority on 
subtropical fruits, Dr. Franceschi’s “in- 
troductions are more numerous than those 
of any one man (in the United States).” 
The following list includes some of his best 
known and most widely distributed in- 
troductions: Acacia podalyriaefolia, Aloe 
Salm-Dyckiana, Bauhinia grandiflora, 
Bauhinia tomentosa, Bauhinia variegata, 
Brachychiton discolor, Buddleja madagas- 
cariensis, Cissus capensis, Crinodendron 
dependens, Dombeya natalensis, Dombeya 
punctata, Eucalyptus Risdonii, Feijoa Sel- 
lowiana, Ficus retusa, Genista monosper- 
ma, Hibiscus heterophyllus, Lippia repens, 
Lyonothamnus asplenifolius, Metroside- 
ros tomentosa, Myoporum acuminatum, 
Pittosporum rhombifolium, Pittosporum 
viridiflorum, Psidium Cattleianum var. 
lucidum, Schinus  terebinthifolius, and 
Tipuana Tipu. 

PINEAPPLE GUAVA 

Of the subtropical fruits introduced by 
Dr. Franceschi, none is better known than 
the pineapple guava (Feijoa Sellowiana). 
He obtained seeds of this South American 
native via France, and while it has not 
achieved much popularity as a fruiting 
plant, it is valued by many gardeners as 
an ornamental.

MORE BLOOM FROM 

CLIMBING ROSES 

Climbing roses that give most of their 
bloom at the ends of the canes can be en- 
couraged to produce bloom along most of 
their length. Bend them down and fasten 
the tips to a point below a horizontal posi- 
tion. This treatment separates the canes 
and provides plenty of growing room for 
the side branches which carry the flowers. 


FOR BLUE HYDRANGEAS 

To keep hydrangeas blue, feed with am- 
moniated alum, 1 ounce to a gallon of 
water. Apply now, while hydrangeas are 
providing growth for next year’s blooms. 


IMPROMPTU SHADING 

Remember these shading tricks if you are 
setting out transplants this month: 

For quick and temporary shading, snip 
leafy branches from shrubs or hedges that 
can stand a little pruning. Insert them in 
a leaning position near the plant to cut off 
mid-day and afternoon sun. 


A rectangular milk carton cut in half hori- 
zontally and then diagonally across the 
ends will provide four cool shelters for 
seedlings or small transplants. 


A regular roofing shingle also provides 
adequate shade for single plants. It can 
double as a plant label. 

To shelter a row of sun-weary plants, drive 
4-foot, 1- by 1-inch stakes into the ground, 
about 3 feet apart. Fasten 6-foot lengths 
of 36-inch cheesecloth to the stakes with 
thumb tacks.

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Prolonging the life of cut flowers 


WHEN IN 1774, Priestly discovered 
that plants are able to purify air in which 
animals had breathed for a long time, phy- 
sicians advocated the use of large numbers 
of flowers in sickrooms. This must have 
been very uncomfortable for the patients 
because in those days sickrooms were kept 
hermetically closed. Five years later, how- 
ever, Ingenhousz discovered that the air- 
purifying properties of plants are only ex- 
erted in full daylight and only by their 
green parts. He claimed that flowers ex- 
hale a poisonous air. Therefore, he banned 
them again from the rooms of his patients. 
Although Ingenhousz was right that flow- 
ers cannot purify air, we can safely place 
them in sickrooms, because nowadays 
these rooms are so well ventilated that 
flowers could not have any bad effects. 


FLOWERS EFFECT ON AIR 

What do flowers do to air? Like all living 
organisms, they must respire to keep alive. 
Life can be maintained only at the ex- 
pense of energy, which is obtained by the 
slow burning of sugars. This process, called 
respiration, combines the oxygen of the 
air with sugar to form carbon dioxide and 
water. This means that flowers need air 
for their normal functioning. Also, that 
flowers cannot be stored in air-tight con- 
tainers. As soon as they have used up the 
available oxygen inside the containers, 
normal respiration is no longer possible, 
with the result that the flowers collapse. 
This collapse is aided by the detrimental 
effect of a high carbon dioxide content. 
One of the great charms of flowers is their 
transitoriness. We feel a greater urgency 
to enjoy them while they last than if they 
were permanent. Each bouquet is differ- 
ent, and, by always having flowers in the 
house, we really have a new experience 
each day. Yet often we would like to have 
flowers last longer, sometimes just because 
of their beauty, but often to recall the 
feelings which were expressed in their gift. 
What can be done to achieve this? 


ELEMENTS OF LONGER LIFE 

Each flower has its own limit of life, typi- 
cal of the species, beyond which it can not 
be prolonged by any treatment. Many 
cactus flowers last only 12 hours, roses 
stay fresh a few days, some orchids may 
keep for several weeks. 

When flowers fade at the end of their 
natural span of life, either they have 
burned all their stored sugars, or decom- 
position of their cell contents has pro- 
gressed to a point where the whole flower 
collapses. This latter process cannot be 
prevented. This occurs, for instance, in 
cactus flowers or in orchids after pollina- 
tion. When orchids are not pollinated, 
they will last until they have burned all 
their sugars. 

In other flowers, like roses, or poppies, or 
tulips, the petals drop off before they are 
ready to fade. Usually, in such cases, the 
petals had enough food left to keep them 
in good condition for several more days if 
left on the flower. But we cannot prevent 
their shedding. This is hastened by im- 
purities in the air, such as coal gas, to- 
bacco smoke, and the products of incom-

plete combustion. Therefore, these flow- 
ers should be put outside on a porch or 
other place where fresh air is available 
whenever they are not needed in the room. 


WAYS TO DELAY FADING 
In other plants, like iris, 
flowers last only one day or so, but the 
flower stems have a number of buds which 
will continue to flower for many days un- 
til all their storage material is used up or 
until all the flower buds present have un- 
folded. Little can be done to prolong the 
life of such a flowering branch. 

The wilting and fading of flowers can be 
due, as mentioned earlier, to a loss of all 
their sugar, but in many cases it happens 
because the flowers do not receive enough 
water. As long as a flower is exposed to 
the air it loses water by transpiration. This 
loss of water has to be made up from the 
water in the vase, which moves through 
the stem up into the buds and flowers. The 
water movement itself occurs through the 
water piping system of the plant which 
consists of very tiny tubes 1/100th of an 
inch in diameter or less. It is understand- 
able that such narrow tubes get clogged 
up very easily, and once they are closed no 
more water can move through them. 

It has been found that one of the most 
common reasons for clogging of water ves- 
sels in the stem is action of bacteria. They 
develop on the cut surface of the stem, 
being nourished by the food which oozes 
out of the cut stem cells. If you renew the 
cut surface once a day, bacteria do not 
get a chance to get established. Conse- 
quently, they do not clog up the water 
vessels. Therefore, one of the simplest 
methods to keep a flower fresh is to cut off 
a short piece of its stem each day.

out and stops up the vessels. The poin- 
settia, with its white milky juice, is an 
example. When the cut surface of such a 
plant is sealed above a flame for a second 
or so, further outflow of the milky juice 
is prevented. The branches, when placed 
mmediately afterwards in water, will keep 
fresh-while those not seared will wilt in a 
few hours. 

Sometimes the water piping system in a 
plant is not very effective. Their flowers 
easily wilt even when left on the plant but 
more so when cut off and placed in a vase. 
Such flowers should be picked in the early 
morning or in the evening when they are 
fairly well saturated with water. This is 
advisable, for example, in the case of sweet 
peas. When such plants look slightly wilted 
the bouquet should be placed in water 
deep enough to completely submerge the 
stems. After having been soaked overnight, 
the flowers usually stand up quite well. 


HELPFUL SUGGESTIONS 

There are a few other tricks which may 
help in improving the water uptake 
through the base of the stem. 

For instance, cut off a stem with a sharp 
knife with a long slanting cut, or slit the 
stem lengthwise over a distance of 1 inch 
at the base. 

Change the water in the vase at least once 
a day. This will slow the formation of 
bacteria and prevent the odor. 

Because the putrefying bacteria are nour- 
ished by food materials which come from 
plant parts, it is advantageous to cut off 
all lower leaves which otherwise would be 
submerged in the vase. 

Once flowers have burned up all their 
sugars and other cell constituents, they 
fade. We cannot stop respiration alto- 
gether because this would mean the break- 
down of the flower. But there are several 
methods by which the respiration can be 
reduced. One of them is to lower the tem- 
perature. The lower the temperature, the 
less respiration occurs. Flowers last longer 
when they are subjected to low tempera- 
tures even part of the day, which explains 
why so many people keep their most pre- 
cious cut flowers in the cooling compart- 
ment of a refrigerator. One should take 
care, however, that they are not cooled 
too much. The best temperature for most 
flowers is not much below 50°. In this way 
the life span of cut flowers may be doubled. 


STATE CHEMIST’S REPORT 

Many substances have been suggested to 
aid in increasing the length of life of cut 
flowers. Allen B. Lemmon, Chief of the 
Bureau of Chemistry, Department of Agri- 
culture, State of California, has given the 
problem careful study. His report follows: 
From time to time, we have considered 
the legal status of products sold for pro- 
longing the life of cut flowers, but from 
the meager information available concern- 
ing the means by which they operate, it 
has appeared that such products are prob- 
ably neither fertilizing material nor eco-

nomic poisons, and consequently their la- 
beling and sale is not governed by the laws 
administered by the Bureau of Chemistry, 
and we have not critically examined the 
labeling and sale of these materials. 
For this reason, we do not have complete 
information with regard to the composi- 
tions of the products offered for sale for 
this purpose nor have we kept up fully 
with all scientific investigations of the 
problem. However, some of the informa- 
tion in our files of technical data might be 
of interest to you in this connection. 

An article by Alex Laurie of the Ohio Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station was published 
in Agricultural News Letter for March- 
April, 1941. The work reported in this 
article showed that among the factors 
involved in the preservation of cut flowers 
were these: Reducing bacterial activity, 
increasing transpiration, reducing respira- 
tion, and providing the most suitable pH 
and osmotic pressure. It was found that 
copper containers gave about one or two 
parts per million of copper in the water 
and that while such containers added from 
one to three days’ life to some flowers, they 
had no effect on others and even reduced 
the life of carnations by one day. Cutting 
the stems under water lengthened the life 
of some flowers having small conduct- 
ing vessels in the stems. Metallic zinc 
showed promise of value for some flowers. 
Hydrazine sulfate, phloroglucinol, and re- 
sorcinol reduced the respiration rate of 
flowers. Sodium amytol was effective on 
sweet peas “presumably because of its co- 
agulative action on proteins.” Four specific 
methods were recommended. 

First method. Dissolve 1 ounce of hydra- 
zine sulfate in a quart of water as a stock 
solution. Prepare a solution for cut flow- 
ers by adding two teaspoonsful of the 
stock solution, 2 grams of manganese sul- 
fate, and 1 tablespoonful of sugar to a 
quart of water. 

Second method. A solution containing 14 
teaspoonful of boric acid per quart was 
found effective on carnations. 

Third method. A 10 to 15 per cent sugar 
solution was effective on China asters. 
Fourth method. A solution suitable for 


roses was prepared by adding 14 teaspoon- 
ful of potassium aluminum sulfate, 4 





Tests show sugar solution extends life of 
roses. Commercial preparations effective 


teaspoonful of sodium hypochlorite solu- 
tion, 1 pinch of ferric oxide (rust), and 2 
teaspoonsful of sugar to a quart of water. 
Some work of a similar nature was re- 
ported in Ohio Agricultural Experiment 
Station Bulletin 617 (1940), page 43. 

Several other articles on the same subject 
include: Proceedings of the Boyce Thomp- 
son Institute contain several interesting 
articles. See Volume 2, published in 1930. 
The effect of carbon dioxide is summarized 
in Growth of Plants by William Crocker, 
a new book published by Boyce Thomp- 
son Institute. An article entitled “Handling 
Cut Flowers to Prolong Their Keeping 
Qualities” was published by Florists Ezx- 
change for April 28, 1934. Another article, 
“Tests Metal Containers in An Attempt 
to Increase Life of Cut Flowers” was pub- 
lished in Florists Review for May 9, 1945. 
An interesting booklet was published by 
the San Francisco Garden Club in 1940 
entitled The Care and Preservation of 
Cut Flowers. This booklet indicates that 
probably there is no one method suitable 
for all species of flowers but that special 
methods may be used for different species. 
Some of the typical methods are as fol- 
lows: Char the ends of the stems. Dip the 
ends of the stems in boiling water. Dip the 
stems of columbine in water. Dip the stems 
of hollyhock in 1 per cent nitric acid. Boil 
the stems of hydrangea in vinegar. Dip 
the stems of peony in hydrochloric acid. 
Some solutions found effective for certain 
plants are recommended as follows: For 
maple and dahlia add 1 teaspoonful of 
alcohol per quart of water. For maple and 
camellia add a small amount of salt; for 
add 1 teaspoonful of sugar per 
quart: for carnations add 14 teaspoonful 
of boric acid per quart: for fuchsia add 1 
teaspoonful of sodium hypochlorite solu- 
tion per gallon. For tulips add 2 ounces of

calcium nitrate to 5 gallons 

A mimeographed article, “The Handling 
and Preservation of Cut Flowers” by H. M. 
Butterfield, is available through the Agri- 
cultural Extension Service in Berkeley, 
California. It includes a bibliography of 
20 references to other helpful articles. 

We have seen very few experimental data 
published on preservation of cut flowers 
and are not certain whether some of the 
recommendations are founded on fact or 
fancy. It has always seemed surprising 
that more work on this subject has not 
been conducted in a scientific manner, in- 
asmuch as an effective and dependable 
treatment for many of the commercial] va- 
rieties of cut flowers would be of tremen- 
dous value. 


NOTE FROM DR. WENT AT CAL TECH 
It is interesting to note how often sugar 
is included in the formulas recommended 
for various flowers. Reports on products 
sold commercially and distributed by some 
florists for cut flowers indicate that they, 
too, contain sugar. Our experiments here 
bear out the fact that sugar is helpful in 
many instances. Further experimentation 
is on the calendar.
